The Soviet scientist said 
that the sinking of AUantls 
beneath the waves permitted 
the warm Gulf stream to 
enter tho gloclal Arotle 
Ocean, and the resulting 
melting of the Ico In the 
northern hemisphere marked 
the end of the Inst glacial 


period. 

He said that the date of the 
disappearance of Atlantis, set 
a{ 12,000 years ogo, was con- 
firmed: also by a discovery 
Soviet “hydro- 
peologist Ermolacv throug 
dnalysing. the composition of 
the sca bottom in several sectors 
of the Arctic Ocean,

Ermolacv found in studying 
the redioactivity of munganese-

A Peak resident told the 
China Mail this morning 
he had seen ice in his 
fish-pond, at about 7 a.m. 
This is the first such re- 
port this winter. 


It is possible there has been 
Ice on the Peak before now, 
but this is the first known 
case. Last night the tempera- 
ture Was seven degrees higher 
thon on Saturday night. 


The Royal Observatory back- 
ed this up ioday by saying 
there was every possibility of 
{ee forming on the Peak or in 
the New “Territories. 

A spokesman said that Tast 
night the minlmam — tempera- 
turs was 49.6 degrees Farenheit, 
that ‘Is only 17.6 degrees above 
freezing. : 

This temperature recding 
(nken ct the Observatory is an 
air temperature which is higher 
then the round tempcraturs, 
ond then, the spokesman said, 
vhis report came irom ‘ine tean, 
ubout 1,600 fect above sea level. 

Mr A, S. Abbott, living in 
Lugeid Road, said this morning 
when he looked at his fish-pond 
in the garden he could sce a 
thin film of ice on the water. 

IN POND TOO 

“It was only about a milli- 

metre thick, but was definitely 
visible." . 
_ ¥esterdny, Mr Abbott said, 
ius houseboy had seen Ice in the 
pond, but he had not seen It 
thimself. The pond is sunic 
linto the ground, and varies in 
depth from eight inehes to a 
‘oot. 

Last year Mr Abbott reported 
he had scen ice on the pond, 
“but dt wes much ecarller last 
year, and it wag much thicker,” 

The Royal Observatory say 
that warmer weather fs on the 
way. The north winds which 
have been bringing the cold 
weather to Hongkong = are 
gradually being replaced by 
north-east to cast winds, which 
should cause air temperatures 
fo rise over the next few days, 

The maximum temperature 
yesterday jumped to 57.4 from 
a cl morning minimum of 

. only 10.5 degrees above 
freezing). 

Today, however, the 
maximum temperature is ex- 
pected to be over 60 degrees, 
and the minimum _ tonight fs 
not expected to fall below 50 
degrees.
